Every television addict is familiar with the 
weekly show "Life With Luigl" starring J. Carroll 
Walsh. In one episode Luigl, the Italian immigrant 
lad who now runs an antique shop In his adopted 
country, reached the conclusion that he should buy 
"n little piece of America" In the form of a share of 
common stock. His description of the purchase In 
n mythical letter to his mother is a -gem of homely 
economics, telling in a few simple words about all 
there is to tell of the principle of American cor- 
porate enterprise. 

"Dear Mama Mia," says Luigl, "I'm got twenty 
dollars free and clear, tax free. And I'm going to 
vise this money to buy a little piece of America. I'm 
going to invest in the stock market. In case you 
don't know what means the stock market . . . I'll 
explain: It's like you and everybody in the village 
own the same chicken. You can't eat it— you just 
own it. 

"Now If the chicken lays an egg, that's a small 
dividend. If it lays six eggs, that's a big dividend. 
If it don't lay any eggs at all, you better take a 
good look at the chicken .... maybe it's a rooster." 

There are millions of "Luigis" in this country. 
They count on Die chicken continuing to lay eggs. 
If it doesn't— well, pretty soon there is no chicken. 
And that is the way it is with industries that keep 
this country going. They either earn some dividends 
for Luigi and his thrifty brethren who have invested 
hard earned cash, in them or pretty soon there 
will be no production— and no sources of tax revenue. 

This is why the soap boxers who decry profits 

and the profit motive, whether ihey realize it or not, 

are calling for an end to the entire American system 

of enterprise and representative government. 

• * * • 

The Consumer Is Penalized 

Instead of benefiting the . consumer, OPS regu- 
lations have actually penalized him by. muddling 
distribution and prices. That unequivocal statement 
was made before the 56th annual convention of the 
American National Cattlemen's Association by the 
president of an organization which represents the 
country's principal meat packers. 

He pointed out that regulations and threats of 
.rollbacks seriously disrupted the cattle market and 



reduced meat supplies at a time when they should 
have been Increasing, and added, "As a result of this 
meat prices were higher than otherwise would havo 
been true. Since meat prices actually were below 
ceilings during much of the time the cost of meat 
to consumers unquestionably was higher than If thcro 
had been no controls." He then cited facts and fig- 
ures to show that because of OPS policies "the entire 
price differential structure has been disrupted and 
this has hurt everybody concerned — consumers, meat 
packers and producers." 

Going beyond the matter of price, by now It 
should be apparent to all that when artificial, un- 
necessary and costly burdens are placed on any 
kind of enterprise, whether it be manufacturing 
machinery or raising, processing and marketing live- 
stock, the interest of the consumer will be harmed 
as well. In the long run the consumer, and the con- 
sumer alone, must pay all the costs that are in- 
volved In running business.

The disruptions caused by OPS, like those .caused 
in other days by OPA, show the iulllity and the 
danger of political domination of our economic order.

Is Economy for Others Only? 

"Everybody wants government spending re- 
duced— except when it cuts into his own pet proj- 
ect." That is the theme of an article in Nation's 
Business, ^written by George Cline Smith, aptly en- 
titled "Economy Is for Others," 

Mr. Smith cites case after case where this hos 
been true. Farmers, business men, labor groups, 
veterans, state and local government officials and 
organizations — all arc for strict economy as a gen- 
eral principle. But, more often than not, when some 
proposed reduction in federal spending will cut Into 
what they consider their share of the pic, they howl 
to high heaven. We saw a sad example or this when 
the' Hoover Commission's reports on government re- 
organization was made public. As Mr, Smith ob- 
serves, "Everybody was for the Hoover recommen- 
dations in general. But on any specific point, pow- 
erful opposition developed." As a result, many of 
the most needed and most logical reforms recom- 
mended by the commission are still hanging lire. 

Here is one big reason why today's federal tax 
bill averages $1,389 for each and every American, 
family — and why that family's share of the national 
debt Is $5,050. .And it also is a reason why, believe 
it or not, the Treasury in one week of 1052 took in 
more money in taxes than in all of 1940! 

The point Is simple. The drive for economy In 
government must begin at the grass-roots. It must 
begin with an overwhelming public demand for 
economy regardless of whose ox Is gored — and re- 
gardless of selfish interests and special privilege. 
Then we will get economy — for Washington always 
mirrors the mood and temper of the people.

Computing Depreciation 

Depreciation la a subject of great 
concern for the Federal Income tax 
filing 'as well as a topic of much 
discussion for accounting purposes. 
Our aim Is not to become involved 
in the numerous points of view or 
variety of methods used In estimat- 
ing depreciation, but to seek the 
practical method which wf!l provide 
a reasonable allowance Of a deduc- 
tion in order 'to file a proper return. 
Deduction Provided by Law 
Income-producing assets used in 
■o business have a certain useful 
life. Their - gradual wearing out 
and exhaustion ia on expense of the 
business. As a compensation for 
this expense as well as to prevent 
the impairment of capital, the law 
allows a. deduction providing for 
the spreading of the depreciation 
over the useful life of the assets. 
Depreciation Not 'Decline In Value 
A taxpayer Is allowed by law to 
deduct from gross Income a rea- 
sonable allowance for the wear and 
tear ' of income-producing assets. 
Of course, this is known as a de- 
duction for depreciation. 

One must not mistake deprecia- 
tion with a mere decline in value 
of the asset. There must be physi- 
cal , exhaustion of useful life due 
to time and use. 

' Repairs and Improvement 
Repairs and Improvements have 
a different relationship to the use- 
ful life of the asset. Repairs tech- 
nically' do not alter the useful life 
of the asset, but its life expectancy 
depends on the extent of repairs 
made and properly maintained. 
■ Improvements or repairs in the 
naturcof replacements, which pro- 
long the useful lite of the asset arc 
to be treated as capital expenditures 
and* not conducted as expense Items. 
The allowance for- depreciation 
is limited to assets or property used 
In the taxpayer's trade or business 
or properly held for production of 
income. This does not preclude the 
owner of real properly from taking 
the deduction even' though the op- 
eration of such property is not his 
principal trade or business. 
Ownership Not Required 
Ownership of property need riot 
be a prerequisite for claiming de- 
preciation, A person in possession 
and using the property to produce 
taxable income is entitled to depre- 
ciation deduction even though legal 
title is retained by 'the seller as 
security for payment of purchase 
price. 

Method Most Used 
The "straight line" method Is 
most widely used to compute depre- 
ciation allowance. ' The rale of de- 
preciation is assumed to be uniform 
during" the useful life of the prop- 
erty. It is computed by dividing 
the cost or other basis of the prop- 
erty,, les its value when worn out, 
over the estimated number of years 
of its useful life. 

Determining the Useful Life 
The' matter of determining useful 
life often confounds taxpayers. Of* 
ten guesses are made, which have 
no foundation in fact, with the re- 
sult that taxpayers have to revise 
their depreciation schedule affect- 
ing the final tax liability. The use- 
ful life of property or income-pro- 
ducing asset may be based upon 
one's own experience and knowl-

In general, the burden of proof is 
on the taxpayer to establish his 
rights to a depreciation deduction. 
They must be able to furnish full 
Information regarding cost or other 
basis of the assets on which depre- 
ciation is claimed, the condition, 
the ag'e, and the remaining useful 
life, .

When'propcrty is' used partly for 
business and partly for personal

Director of Internal Revenue E, 
Staubcr, has some advice for 
small businessmen who are current- 
ly experiencing difficulty In com> 
puting their Federal Income tax 
because they have not kept ode* 
quote permanent records. 

The task of preparing tax returns, 
Director Sauber soys. Is especially 
burdensome for those businessmen 
who do not keep adequate records, 
and his office receives many in- 
quiries each year from small busl- 
/ . ncssmen, professional men and far- 

mers, asking what kind of records 
jMhould be maintained by them. 
\ Internal Revenue regulations do 
mot peseribe In detail the type Of 
Records to be kept, the director 
points out. What is Important, ho 
says, is that a systematic record be 
maintained— one that is sufficient 
to establish the amount of gross' in- 
come and the deductions, credits, 
-and other matters required to be 
''shown in any return. 

To know his- business Income, 
the taxpayer must know what sales 
or receipts of records he has had, 
and what costs and expenses he has 
incurred, Any system of records 
or books, then, that contains infor- 
mation about all receipts and ex- 
penses Is considered adequate, Di- 
rector Sauber says. 

Many small merchants- and pro- 
fessional men have found a simple 
method of record keeping. They 
use a column-lined sheet of paper 
and head the columns with the clas- 
sification ot expenses used in tax 
Schedule C, "Profit or Loss from 
Buslncs or Profession," a form they 
ire required to file annually. 

Many fanners prepare a similar 
records by using the classi- 
igeallons shown on Form 1040F, 
fBehedule of Farm Income and Ex- 
es," which they are required to 
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good practice is to summarize 
these sheets each month, so that 
at the end of the taxable year, the 
-taxpayer has only to add the 12 
monthly totals and enter the result- 
ing totals on his tax return. 

The advantage of this sytem is
